Today's Election 


F today's general election 
in Australian could be 
decided on a strictly per- 
sonal popularity vote 
between Mr Menzies and 
Dr Evatt there in Iittio 
doubt that the Liberal and 
Country Party of which 
Mr Menzies js the Jeader, 
would be awept back — to 
power with substantial 
majorities: in beth the 
House and Sennte, Evon 
among the Socialist volers, 
Menzies has his admirers, 
wherens Dr Evait, sufpect- 
ed and fenred by all but 
the left wing, is also today 
estranged from a section 
of his own political 
associates. 


Oddly, perhaps, Australiana 
do not seem to have any 
particular desire to have 
Namboyant personalities 
as their Prime Mininters, 
And Dr Evatt Is undoubt- 
edly flamboyant -- the 
anuthesis of his predeces- 
sors, Joba Curtin and isen 
Chitfey, and, of course, bis 
opponent, "Bob" Menzies. 
This could be reflected = in 
today’s polling. 


The election campaign which 
ended on Thursday — has 
been described as “dull” 
and the clectorate “apiathe- 
tie.” The probable reason 
is that, at least in the 
domestic ficld, the issue 
has been an _ extremely 
simple one. Mr Menzies 1s 
seeking on  unmistakabiec 
mandate to continue a 
policy which he claims has 
brought a record degree of 
prosperity to the country. 


The Socialists’ insistence that 
it ja a false prosperity, 
fouled on ecu pebile qui 
sands, may be su ore by, 
the majority of tholr., up? 
porters, but is’ not likely 
to convince the floating 

vote, any more than will. 

Dr Evatt’s arguments 

against sending Australian 

forces to Malaya. 


Perhaps it will bo the house. 
wives who will have the 
deciding say in the election, 
Thot Australia today ts 
highly prosperous there can 
be no denying, But it also 
suffers from inflation and 
it ja the budgeting house- 
wife who most appreciates 
the real extent of that in- 
flation, The indifferent 
purchasing power of the 
Australian pound possibly 
may be the single factor 
that will prevent the gov- 
ernment from being re- 
turned to power,

predict it will be in favour 
of the Liberal.and Country 
Party.

September should have thirty days? 

It was our old friend Julius Caesur. Nearly two 
thousund years ngo, with the help of his-astronomers, he 
fixed the lengths of our months and devised the leap year. 
His ayatem is called the Julian Calendar, 

Caesar — who anid the Earth took 866 days and a 
quarter to go round the sun — thought his calendar would 
keep up with Nature, if he added an extra day to it every 
fourth — yenr, Unfortunstely, his advisers’ reckonings 
were not quite accurate. The world circumnavigatts the 
sun ina few minutes lesa than 366-and-a-quarter days. 
APRIL IN MAY 


AS years passed, the Julian Calendar fell more and more 
behind. Shakespeare wrote of roses and lies bloom- 
ing in April, but the Elizabethan April was*our Many. 

During Shakespeare's lifetime—in 1582, to be exact— 
Pope Gregory XH suggested an amendment. to Cresar’s 
system, Ten days were to be dropped out, and there 
were generally to be no leap years at the end of centuries: 
Many countries ngreed to Gregory's plan. Scotland 
adopted {t in 1600. 

Some nations, however, did not change 
Gregorian Calendar, Mingland was one of them. 
were two calendars in Europe, 
and more oul of step. That didn't matter as much as it 
would these days, beenuse people travelled less then, and 
they were not so date-conscivus as we are. 


ELEVEN DAYS OUT 


UT by the middle of the eighteenth century 

Calendar was eleven days ‘out of date," 
Ht was Lord Chesterfield, a leading personality of the 
period, though, as he admitted, “nn utter stranger to 
astronomical calculations,” who finally persuaded the 
English Government to change to Pope Gregory's system. 
So, in 1762, Bngland adopted the Gregorian Calendar. The 
change-over necessitated dropping eleven days from one 
of the months and, Chat vear, September 14 fell the day 
afler September 2!

A year 
later there came news of the 
birth at the Agapemone of a 
child, 

The records at Somerset House 
note that on June 23, 1905, a 
male child was born to Ruth 
Annic Preece (of Independent 
means) and John Hugh Smyth 
Plgott (priest in holy orders). 
The name given to the baby boy 
was Glory. 

And that was not all, -On 
August 20, 1908, “Sister Ruth”

PubUo attentlon was focused 
on tho Agapemone, ‘It wns re- 
vealed that there wero-ncarly 
100 women there, and only «a 
handful of men. The Inmates 
were divided into three classes 
—the. meniols, tha middie 
classes and the fnvourcd. 

Sister Ruth was “Spiritual 
Bride-in-Chief,” and Mrs Kath- 
erine Smyth Pigott Itved Jn her 
own apartments. 

Ono stern critic wrote: “It 1s 
the headquarters of the cruel- 
lest delusion that England hns 
seen for many u century.” 


And a headquarters it was, 
for Smyth Pigott had established 
branch sects in Scandinavia 
and even America. 
gossip grow too persistent he 
would go to Norway for a rest 
—and to seck new adherents. 

The police were unablo to 
take action—«for apparently 
every woman went the 
Agapemone of her own free 
wlll, and chose to stny, 

Smyth Pigott or the 
“Master,” as he Ilked to be 
called—aond Sister Ruth became 
the proud parents of a daugh- 
ter, bom on May 5, 1910, whom 
they named Life. 

In time notoricty began to 
have ity effect; fewer Tich ro- 
crults came forward to offer 
themselves and thelr monoy to 
the cause of the Agapemonites.

Planets of oly solar system 
has an atinosphere Worth talking 
about, Carbon dioxide appears 
to predominate In the primitive 
air) oof Venus, The tenuvus 
atemaphere of Mars contains 
very little oxygen, If any, and 
the utmosphere of Titan seems 
to consist of methane, 

With the exception of Mars 
and possibly Venus, the 
temperatures that exist at, the 
surfaces of the solar planets 
reach extremes which would 
kul most terrestrial organisms. 

So the Interplanetary colonists 
will have to provide thempclyes 
with hermeticaliy-sealed bulld- 
ings and even cities, perhaps 
undey domes and in artificial 
caverns, 

Such conditions might appal 
many of us, But remember that 
many people lve under highly 
artificial surroundings even to- 


day, Our desotndants In a 
highly mechanised civilisation 
wili be stil more accustomtd 
to life under artificial conditions, 
And they may find nothing 
remarkable jn the possibility of 
having to pass their lives in 
yenjed citics on alicn plancts. 

Where wilt the colonists go 
first?

The price of the gadget was 
just eight pounds ten shillings, 
which is a lot of money even 
in our depreciated currency. 

About that time the Inde- 
pendent Authority announced 
Its rate for advertising on the 
television scrten, With g clarity 
and simplicity that were com- 
mendable they said it would be 
one thousand pounds for one 
minute—and, of course, no 
choice of programme.
